Facts About Cocoa Tree. 


The cocoa tree grows wild In Cen- 


tral America and South America and 
was cultivated in Mexico and Pern 
long before the coming of Columbus. 
It Is a small tree a dozen feet or more 
high, with evergreen leaves and- wax- 
like flowers which appear In clusters 
on the main trunk or large branches, 
so that the fruits,are attached directly 
to the older parts of the tree rather 
than 
to the tips of the younger 


branches. 
The fruit, which ripens in 


from two to four months, Is melon- 
fihtiped, nearly a foot long, yellowish- 
brown or purplish in color, and marked 
•with about ten ribs. The cocoa beans 
of commerce are obtained from differ- 
ent sources grown on different varl' 
etles of cocoa trees, and the brandi 
nre blended as is done with coffee.
